7  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  the 
observance  of  Old  Home  day. 

8  To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  the  Notch  and  Dale 
roads. 

9  To  raise  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  trunk  line. 

10  To  raise  money  for  the  maintenance  of  state  aid  roads. 

11  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  in  addition  to  the 
sum  required  by  law  to  obtain  state  aid  for  the  construction 
of  state  roads. 

12  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  employ  an  expect  highway  agent,  as  provided  in  Chapter 
171,  Laws  of  1915,  it  being  understood  and  agreed  that  the

Report  of  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sandwich: 

I  *liereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first 
annual  report  as  superintendent  of  your  schools. 
Conditions  as  Found. 
My  preliminary  survey  upon  beginning  work  in 
this  district  showed  the  Sandwich  schools  to  be  in 
fairly  good  condition.  It  was  evident  that,  although 
without  expert  supervision,  they  had  been  for  some 
time  in  the  hands  of  school  boards  and  teachers  wlio 
had  a  real  and  intelligent  interest  in  education.  How- 
ever, there  was  plenty  of  room  for  improvement 
along  the  line  of  more  efQcient  methods  and,  as  is 
the  case  with  most  rural  schools,  the  supply  of  text- 
books was  largely  ancient  and  painfully  inadequate. 
The  school  buildings,  although  mostly  in  good  re- 
pair, were  poorly  and  incorrectly  lighted  and  in  other 
respects  failed  to  meet  the  simplest  hygienic  re- 
quirements for  the  health  of  the  children. 
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Attempted  Improvements. 

From  among  the  improvements  attempted  this 
year  in  the  educational  procedure  of  your  schools  1 
have  chosen  for  mention  here,  as  being  most  signifi- 
cant, the  introduction  of  standardized  tests  and  scales. 
I  do  not  expect  them  to  be  fully  appreciated  at  flrst 
by  fhe  uninitiated  but  time  will  prove  their  great 
value  here  as  elsewhere.  The  use  of  these  tests 
represents  the  highest  development  of  scientific 
method  in  education. 

Up  to  very  recently  our  chief  method  for  deter- 
mining the  efficiency  of  a  school  system  was  the 
method  of  personal  opinion.  When  the  work  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools  was  questioned,  the 
school  were  visited  and  personal  opinions  expressed 
as  to  their  standing.  In  case  of  a  disagreement 
among  the  visitors  the  efficiency  became  a  matter  of 
dispute  and  the  people  of  the  community  usually  fav- 
ored the  opinion  which  most  nearly  coincided  with 
their  own  prejudices  and  preconceived  ideas. 

Within  the  past  decade  an  accurate  method  has 
been  evolved  for  the  evaluation  of  the  work  which 
teachers  and  schools  are  doing.  This  new  method 
consists  in  the  setting  up,  through  the  medium  of  a 
carefully  devised  series  of  "Standardized  Tests,"  of 
standard  measurements  and  units  of  accomplish- 
ment for  the  determination  of  the  kind  and  amount 
of  work  which  a  school  or  school  system  is  doing. 
The  signiflcance  of  these  new  standards  of  measure- 
ment is  indeed  large.  T*heir  use  means  nothing  less 
than  the  ultimate  transformation  of  school  work  from 
guesswork  to  scientific  accuracy.  They  furnish  a  bas- 
is for  comparing  the  work  of  several  schools  or  groups 
of  school  children  so  as  to  give  both  supervisors  and 
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teachers  definite  aims  in  the  imparting"  of  instruc- 
tion. Instead  of  continuing  to  teach  without  defi- 
nite measuring-sticks,  and  to  assign  tasl^s  and  trust  to 
luck  and  the  growfh  process  in  children  for  results, 
which  is  comparable  to  the  old-time  luck-and-chance 
farming, we  now  use  standards  of  measurement  which 
will  do  for  education  what  has  been  done  for  agricul- 
ture as  a  result  of  the  application  of  scientific  knowl- 
edge and  scientific  methods  to  farming. 

These  tests  are  of  inestimable  value  to  teacher  and 
pupil,  to  the  citizen  interested  in  the  schools,  and 
to  the  superintendent  responsible  for  results.  To 
the  teacher  and  pupil  they  mean  concise  and  defin- 
ite statements  of  what  each  is  expected  to  do  in  the 
different  subjects  of  the  program  of  studies.  To 
the  citizen  they  mean  the  erection  of  standards  of 
accomplishment  which  are  difinite  and  by  means  of 
which  he  can  judge  for  himself  as  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  schools  he  helps  to  support.  To  the  superin- 
tendent they  mean  the  changing  of  school  supervi- 
sion from  guesswork  to  scientific  accuracy,  and  the 
establishment  of  standards  of  work  by  which  he  may 
defend  what  he  is  doing. 

Teachers. 

The  country-wide  shortage  of  school  teachei ! 
has  increased  greatly  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
estimated  on  good  authority  that  300,000  of  our  best 
teachers  left  the  profession  last  year  to  take  up  bet- 
ter paid  work.  They  were  literally  starved  out  by 
the  low  wage  rate.  Where  these  have  been  re- 
placed it  has,  of  necessity,  been  with  teachers  of 
lower  grade  both  in  ability  and  training.  What  do 
you  suppose  would  happen  to  our  railroad  system 
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if  300,000  of  its  trained  firemen  and  engineers 
should  resign  in  a  single  year? 

Such  conditions  cannot  help  but  be  reflected  in 
the  lessened  efficiency  of  the  Nation's  schools,  and 
particularly  the  rural  schools,  for  any  shortage  of 
good  teachers  will  always  be  felt  first  and  most  in 
the  rural  districts  where  teaching  conditions  are 
least  desirable.  There  is  little  prospect  of  the 
shortage  being  relieved  for  several  years  to  come. 
Hence  teaching  costs  will  continue  to  be  entianced 
and  the  best  rural  teachers  drawn  to  t*he  cities  by 
the  bidding  of  the  cities  and  larger  towns  to  keep 
their  schools  supplied.  These  conditions,  together 
with  the  increase  of  six  weeks  in  the  length  of  the 
school  year,  accounts  for  the  very  considerable  in- 
crease in  teac*hing  costs  over  last  year. 

Sandwich  is  very  fortunate  under  existing  con- 
ditions in  having  secured  the  services  for  this  year 
of  a  corps  of  able  teachers  at  reasonable  rates. 
There  is  not  an  inefficient  teacher  in  the  place.  Al- 
though nearly  all  are  without  professional  training 
they  are  earnest,  conscientious  workers  and  such  an 
attitude  toward  their  work  cannot  help  but  produce 
results,  I  have  found  them  willing  and  able  to  co- 
operate in  learning  and  applying  improved  methods 
of  procedure  and  feel  sure,  from  what  they  have 
told  me,  that  they  are  already  beginning  to  see  the 
advantages  of  so  doing.  This  willingness  and 
ability  to  sacrifice  personal  opinions  when  neces- 
sary for  the  common  good  is  a  quality  in  teachers 
that  cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated  by  a  superin- 
tendent. It  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  discard  the  ha- 
bits of  years  and  adapt  one's  self  to  new  methods  in 
a  short  time  and  hence  the  period  of  transition  can- 
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not  be  expected  to  produce  wonderful  results  at  first. 
Textbooks  and  Supplies. 

Every  one  knows  how  greatly  the  prices  of  all 
commodities  have  increased  in  recent  years.  The 
rise  in  price  of  paper  of  all  kinds  has  been  pheno- 
menal, and  paper,  in  one  form  or  another,  constitutes 
the  larger  part  of  school  supplies.  Hence,  there  is 
no  occasion  for  surprise  upon  learning  that  the  cost 
of  adequately  supplying  the  schools  with  textbooks, 
paper  and  other  necessary  things  has  more  than 
doubled.  Moreover,  the  fact  that  the  adoption  of 
the  State  Program  of  Studies  for  the  Elementary 
Schools  is  made  compulsory  for  the  first  time  this 
year,  has  necessitated  the  buying  of  many  new  books 
in  order  to  carry  out  that  program  properly.  Be- 
sides, the  books  were  badly  needed  anyway. 

The  School  law  reads  as  follows:  "The  school 
board  shall  provide  STANDARD  elementary  schools 
for  at  least  thirty-six  hours,  etc."  Regulations  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  relative  to  school  stu- 
dies and  instruction  says:  "A  STANDARD  SCHOOL 
shall  be  equipped  with  books,  school  supplies,  and 
apparatus  sufficient  for  the  proper  performance  of 
the  work  outlined  in  the  1916  revision  of  the  Pro- 
gram of  studies  for  the  Elementary  Schools  of  New 
Hampsliire," 

To  give  only  one  illustration  of  why  it  has  been 
necessary  to  purchase  so  many  new  books,  I  will 
quote  from  the  above-mentioned  program.  "From 
five  to  eight  primers  and  first  readers  and  several 
children's  classics  in  addition  shall  be  read  the  first 
years.  During  the  second  year  from  ten  to  twenty 
different  books  should  be  read  aloud  and  silently 
at  sight  in  class  and  not  less  than     twenty     silent 
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reading  outside  of  class.  In  the  third  grade  from  ten 
to  twenty  books  should  be  covered  as  class  read- 
ing and  not  less  than  twenty-flve  others  for  silent 
reading.      Most  pupils  will  read  more." 

"Jbus,  since  in  most  of  the  schools  there  was 
only  one  kind  of  reader  for  each  grade  and  practic- 
ally no  children's  classics  at  all,  the  requirements 
for  reading  alone  necessitated  the  purchase  of  sev- 
eral hundred  new  books.  And  the  schools  are  not 
even  yet  properly  supplied  with  reading  books.  This, 
together  with  other  requirements  and  the  much 
higlier  cost  of  paper  and  other  supplies,  should  make 
clear  the  reason  for  much  increased  expenditures 
for  textbooks  and  scholars'  supplies. 

Consolidation. 

One  way  of  helping  out  the  teacher  shortage  is 
to  combine  schools  wherever  possible.  Such  com- 
bination not  only  saves  teachers  but  offers  better  ed- 
ucational advantages  to  the  children.  Small  schools 
are  not  efTicient.  They  are  deadening  to  the  am- 
bitions of  both  teacher  and  pupils.  Furthermore,  all 
teachers  without  Normal  training  who  do  not  attend 
the  summer  course  at  Plymouth  next  summer  will  be 
disqualified  by  law  from  teaching.  This  is  pretty 
sure  to  cut  down  the  supply  of  local  teachers.  It 
is  practically  impossible  at  present  to  find  suitable 
teachers  for  the  smaller  and  more  isolated  schools. 
If  they  could  be  found  they  would  cost  eighteen  or 
twenty  dollars  per  week  and  it  would  be  a  problem 
to  get  them  boarded  even  then,  in  many  cases.  Hence 
I  would  advise  the  continued  conveyance  of  the  Red 
Hill  school  to  the  Center  and  the  combining  the 
Whiteface    and    North    Sandwich  schools    either  at 
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Whiteface  or  North  Sandwich,  preferably  fhe  latter 
place. 

Conveyance. 

The  discussion  of  consolidation  brings  up  the 
matter  of  conveyance.  Unless  pupils  can  be  con- 
veyed properly  I  would  not  advise  conveying  them 
at  all,  short  of  absolute  necessity.  By  proper  con- 
veyance I  mean  conveyance  in  special  enclosed  ve- 
hicles, preferably  heated,  and  in  charge  of  persons 
responsible  for  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of 
the  children.  A  special  enclosed  motor  car  with 
all  the  comfort  of  a  railway  carriage  and  with  a 
capacity  of  tw^enty  pupils  can  be  bought  for  eleven 
or  twelve  hundred  dollars.  Horsedrawn  vehicles 
of  the  same  grade  and  capacity  can  be  had  for  $425.00 
The  wheels  of  these  can  be  removed  and  runners  at- 
taached  or  the  body  can  be  transferred  to  a  bobsled. 
Such  vehicles  should  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
school  district.  Their  first  cost  would  have  to  be 
paid  out  of  special  appropriations  but  the  expenses 
of  maintaining  and  operating  them  would  come  un- 
der State  Aid. 

Alteration  of  Sehoolbuildings. 

The  regulations  of  the  State  Board  for  the  tem- 
porary approval  of  schoolhouses  require  that  light- 
ing shall  be  principally  from  the  pupils'  left  and  rear 
and  that  no  windows  be  permitted  in  front  of  any 
schoolroom.  The  window  area  shall  be  not  less  than 
one  fifth  of  the  floor  area.  Ceilings  shall  be  white 
or  light  cream  color  and  the  curtains  shall  be  of  light 
tint.  These  minimum  requirements  are  founded  on
